RAIN SETS RECORD. 

Col. H. B. Hersey, meteorologist 
of the local Weather Bureau, states 
that yesterday's rainfall makes this 
month, the wettest May since 1892, 
when 2.06 Inches of rain fell. Dis- 
cussing the showery tendency of the 
month, Mr. Hersey said that the 
condition resulted from a series of 
low atmospheric pressures coming 
in from the sea, followed by in- 
drafts, which brought an unusual 
amount of condensation. 

While the present month, with 
1.93 inches, tops all Maye since 
1892 in the amount of moisture re- 
ceived, it by no means heads the en- 
tire list of Mays, because May hase 
been quite a moist month. It al- 
ways brings some precipitation and 
sometimes it ranks high among the 
rainy months of the year. . 

In May, 1892, the rainfall was 
inches. Nine years earlier it 
202 inches. Since then the 
spots have been May, 18990, 
1.81 inches; May, 1901, with 
inches, and May, 1906, with 
inches. In May a year ago 
only .10 of an inch fell. The pre- 
cipitation, amounting to 2.96 inches 
in 1892, all fell in a single day, ac- 
cording to the records. 

June deserves considerable credit 
among the liate-rain months It 
does not often rain in June, but 
when it does it pours. For instance, 
in June of 1884 -.39 inches of rain 
fell here, most of it in a single 
storm. In 1899 June's rain regis- 
tered .68 of an inch, and the same 
amount in June of 1913. Since then 
the June raing have averaged less 
than .10 of an inch.

LATE. 
After all these years it seems funny to

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MBASSADOR HARVEY'S BLUNDER. 

In our government at the present time 
there are two forces of opposition to Prest- 
dent Harding's administration, the “bitter- 
enders” and the Democratic minority in 
the two houses of Congress. Senators 
Johnson and Borah have been seeking early 
pretexts to embarrass the President and 
the members of the Cabinet; while the 
Democratic minorities have embraced in its 
ultimate conclusion the theory that “tt is 


the duty of the opposition to oppose.” It is . 


perhaps their right to oppose whatever the 
administration advocates. 

Friends of the administration will read 
with regret Ambassador Harvey's address 
before the Pilgrims’ Society in London; for 
it furnishes oodles of ammunition to the 
President's political enemies—more fortu- 
nate than his predecessor, he has few per- 
sonal ones—and serves to depress the spir- 
its of bis supporters. Ambassador Harvey 
is a gifted and trenchant, though reckless, 
writer and speaker. His checkered career 
es @ publisher was that of a kpight-errant 
who launched illogica! attacks at unexpect- 
ed times and in unlooked-for places, for the 
very love of emotional excitement. He was 
equally dangerous as an enemy and a friend, 
as former President Wilson had occasion to 
discover. 

It is doubtful whether he expressed, even 
im @ remote degree, the policies or the as 
pirations of the present administration, and 
it is unquestionably certain that tp parts of 
his address he gave an absolutely false and 
erroneous translation of the attitude of 
mind of the American people. He plunged 
into the question of foreign relations with 
all the enthusiasm of a tyro, splashing 
about in the dangerous waters of diplomacy 
like a schoolboy taking his first swimming 
lesson in a country stream, with what Ho- 
mer Lea termed “the valor of ignorance.” 
The most urgent need of our new Ambassa- 
dor, even more necessary than a manual 


“of court etiquette, is a censor from the of- 


fice of the Secretary of State. 

When Ambassador Harvey, or any other 
man, says that “we sent our soldiers across 
solely to save the United States, and most 
reluctantly and laggardly, at that.“ he is 
slandering the government and the people 
of the United States. Such an expression 


of disappointed ambition might have been | 


tolerated in Harvey's Weekly, but it is a 
monstrous utterance coming from an Amer- 
ican Ambassador. 

His references to the League of Nations 
are unfortunate, impolitic and, in parts, un- 
true. He said, among other things, that: 

It follows, then, that the present gov- 
ernment could not. without betrayal of 
its creators and masters, and will not, 

I cap assure you, have another thing 

to do with the League or any commis- 

sion or committee appointed by it. or 
responsible to it, directly or indirectly, 
openly or furtively. 

If such is to be the policy of the Harding 
administration, it should have been promul- 
gested in an official document by the Secre- 
tary of State, not by one of his subordi- 
nates speaking at a public banquet. It is 
not the duty of an Ambassador to make 
policies, but to adhere to them; and what 
is communicated to him in secret is not to 
be revealed in public. He is a planet that 
reflects light, not the sun in which it orig-

To put the situation bluntly, Ambassador 
Harvey has gotten away to a bad start. In 
his first attempt he talked, not wisely, but 
too much. He failed utterly to distinguish 
between George Harvey, former editor of 
the now defunct Harvey's Weekly and po- 
litical free lance, and Ambassador Harvey, 
intrusted with the interests of his country 
at the most important capital in Burope. 

Judging from the cable reports, he came 
to recognize himself before he had finished 
his address that he had been committing 
indiscretions. He is quoted as saying: 

Perhaps I have gone too far. 
but, if so, I must ask you to attribute 
the overstepping to the self-bestowed 

prerogatives of a novice. You see I 

have never been an Ambassador before. 

It is very possible that he read in the 
expressions of blank amasement on the 
faces of the statesmen and diplomats about 
the banquet table that he had been making 
an ass of himself. It is plain that he had 
committed an almost fol- 
ly of making. on his first public appearance 
in England, an extemporaneous address. 
Never was there a time in his life when 
careful preperation, the thoughtful weigh- 
ing of each sentence, was more absolutely 
essential. At his first venture on the dip- 
lomatic pond he took a tumble and broke 
through the ice. Much better would it 
have been if he had served an apprentice- 
ship under Secretary Hughes learning how 
to skate, or if he had not been appointed 
Ambassador at all. 

Perhaps the best face that can be put 
upon the affair, both by our own govern- 
ment and the other governments con- 
cerned, is to treat it as a joke and dis- 
miss it, to attribute it, as he himself did 
before he had finished, to the fact that, 
“You see, I have never been an Ambassador 
before.” If Mark Twain had made such a 
speech all would have been instantly for- 
given; and we are inclined to believe that 
Mr. Harvey possesses more qualifications 
for a humorist: than for an Ambassador. 
For the present he will be regarded in the 
other embassies as the protagonist not only 
of open but open-mouthed diplomacy.

City Librarian Perry Urges 
Bond Issue Victory.

To know when to cling Is the most 
important knowledge women may 
possess. This is one of the phi- 
losophies, gently satirical, of Alice 
Duer Miller, author, playwright and 
poet, who read from manuscript be- 
fore the Friday Morning Club yes- 
terday her latest creation, Man- 
slaughter,” which will apepar seri- 
ally in the Saturday Evening Post 


| beginning next month. It appear- 


ance is an index of personality, Mrs. 
Miller typifies her own philosophy. 
She is at once charmingly feminine 
and yet sarongly vivid in her 
originiality. 

“I began to write before I knew 
how to spell. I would be waitin 
now to write my firat line if I weit 
until I could spell,” said Mrs. Miller, 
reviewing her literary. autobi- 
ography. My first poem, written 
before I was 10, began, ‘The shades 
of night fortold the night,“ which 
my older sister promptly parodied, 
‘Electri¢ light will make it bright.’ 
Other o friends made fun of my 
writing as close friends will, but I 
opt on until my freshman year in 
college, when I sold three fables to 
Harper's Magazine. 

CONQUERED LATIN. 

“I*thought I had to have Latin to 
write, so, although I did not know a 
word of it, the July preceding the 
college entrance examination, in 
September | passed in Caesar, Cicero 
and Virgil. i had no aptitude for 
foreign languages. 1 just studied. 
{ was at it ail through the hot sum- 
mer at least five hours a day. . 

“Mathematics and literature were 
always my two loves and I was torn 
between them until I married after 
I graduated. I went to South Amer- 
lca with my husband instead of ac- 
cepting the head of the department 
of mathematics in a eastern college. 
There I wrote my first novel, ‘The 
Modern Obstacle.” Then I gave my- 
self up entirely to my first love. 
Only once was I untrue to it. and 
that was when I wrote propaganda 
for the suffrage cause. For three 
years every Sunday under a frivolous 
guise I had a propaganda column 
in the New York Tribune. I called 
my department ‘Are Women People’ | 


Fund afterward, hashed up a little, it 


made a paying book.” 

“Come Out of the Kitchen” and 
“The Charm School” are two of Mra. 
Miller's novels which were changed 
Into su plays. 

“When first I heard my lines on 
the stage I thought, ‘What wonder- 
ful actors, but What foolish lines.” 
Later I thought just the opposite.” 

BOND ISSUE URGED. 

City Librarian Perry presented to 


‘the club the need of victory on the 


library bond issue, which Gomes be- 
fore the people June 7. He said 
the expenses of moving, from the 
Homer Laughlin Building, to Ham- 
burger’s, then to the present site in 
the Metropolitan Bullding, was $15.- 
000 in addition to $265,000 spent in 
rent with the people now having 
nothing to show for the expendi- 
ture.
